Department Store 
Sales Heavy In 
Southern States 


Atlanta — Southerners spent 
enough money in department 
stores last year to build a fence, 
two dollars thick, around the 
world at the equator. 

In brief, said the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in a year-end re- 
port, Southerners passed $521,- 
000,000 across the counters. 

But, the bank continued, they 
passed the hard-earned dollars 
over in such a pattern and with 
such consistency that major de- 
partment stores had to revamp 
their inventories, 

Most folk these days, the bank 


reported, are plunking down 
money for durable goods and 
household furnishings. There 


was one exception—men’s cloth- 
ing. 

Dollar volume in the sale of 
men’s clothing jumped 15 _ per 
cent. Women’s clothing declined 
slightly. 

There was a market increase 
in the sale of piece goods, indi- 
cating that women are return- 
ing to the sewing machine and 
the dress maker in these days 
of high prices. 

The bank reported the sales 
of silks, rayons and velvets up 
8 per cent. Those of woolen 
dress goods up 20 per cent and 
those of cotton wash goods 27 
per cent. 


So radical was the shift in 
buying that department stores 


hiked inventories for domestics 
157 per cent, mechanical refri- 
gerators 127 per cent and men’s 
clothing 121 per cent. 

As a result of the trend to- 
ward durable goods, the bank re- 
jlated, the credit pattern chang- 
led also. Since most folk buy 
jlarge items on the down-pay- 


ment plan, the number of 
charge accounts rose. For the 
year accounts receivable were 


jincreased 34 per cent at furni- 
| ture stores and 63 per cent in 
jappliance stores.

Milk Checks Larger 
When Cows Freshen 
During Fall Months 


Farmers who have their cows 
bred late this month will have 
them freshening in late October 
or early November—the period 
when milk is most needed, 

Alabama dairymen have been 
producing too great a percentage 
of their milk during summer 
months. To correct this, C. HE. 
Teague, API extension dairyman 
highly recommends that farm- 
ers make plans to have more of 
their cows freshen in the fall, 
rather than in spring. 

Teague says records show that 
Grade A dairymen produce 60 
jper cent of their milk during 
summer months—April through 
September. Farmers selling milk | 
to manufacturing plants get 70 
per cent of their milk during | 
summer. “At the same _ time,” 
explains Teague, “Grade A 
plants need more milk in Winter | 
than in Summer and manufac- 
turing plants need an even sup- 
ply throughout the year.” 
| Other points made by Teague 
\included: 

1. Fall freshening cows pro- 
duce their greatest amount of 
milk when demand is_ greatest 
and price is highest. 

2. Grade A dairymen establish 


| 


3. Producers of milk for manu- 
facturing purposes have more 
time to milk and take care of 
cows during winter months. 

4. Heifers dropped in the fall 
will come into production two 
years hence as_ two-year-olds. | 
Spring dropped heifers will 
have to be carried until they 
are two and one-half years of 
age, if they are to freshen in 
the fall as they should.”

Contribute $50,000 
To Judson College 


Marion — On Tuesday of this 
week Mr. Erskine Ramsey of 
Birmingham pledged $50,000 to- 
ward the completion of the fund 
for the rebuilding of Jewett Hall 
at Judson College, 

Judson College was invited to 
furnish the program for the re~- 
gular meeting of the Birming- 
ham Kiwanis Club on Tuesday 
of this week. President and Mrs. 
Riddle carried the Judson sex- 
tet, and announced a program 
consisting of a couple of num- 
bers by the girls, an address by 
Dr. Riddle on “The Plus Values 


of Christian Education,’ and a) 


closing number by the girls. At 
the close of the program Mr. 
Ramsey, who had listened with 
growing interest, rose and an- 
nounced to the group that he 
had promised $50,000 
Howard College and to 
ingham-Southern College in 
their present campaign and that 
he would give the same amount 
to Judson College. 

Mr. Ramsey asked Dr. Riddle 
and the girls to come to his of- 
fice immediately after the pro- 
gram where he would draw up 
the proper papers outlining the 
conditions under which he was 
making his gift. The pledge in 
the form of a letter to Dr. Rid- 
dle follows: 

“This is to advise that when 
you have raised and have in 
hand the sum of Four Hundred 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($450,-

000.00) and will so advise me 
with a return to me of this let- 
ter, I will at that time, but not 
until then, be glad to give you 
my check for Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($50,000.00), thus bring- 
ing the grand total up to the 
desired amount of Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00). 

“This offer of mine expires 
January ist, 1950, and in the 
event of my death at any time 
prior to January ist, 1950, this 
agreement becomes null and 
void in every respect.” 

Mr. Ramsey showed great in- 
terest in Judson College and ex- 
pressed the profound hope that 
the College would succeed at an 
early date in raising the $450,- 
000 to which he will add $50,000. 
He has promised to visit the 
\College at an early date and see 
the student body for himself, a 
sample of which was in his of- 
fice at the time he was talking. 
‘His statement was that he loved 
the sample and wanted to see 
more. 

The Board of ‘Trustees has 
been called in special session on 
lthe campus at ten-thirty Tues- 
day morning, January 20, for 
the purpose of considering plans 
for the building and further 
financing of the program. At 
that time appropriate action 
will be taken by the Board of 
Trustees in regard to this mag- 
nificent gift of Mr. Ramsey.

Thus, Elba has been trans- 
formed from a flood-menaced 
city to one of the safest and 
most nearly immune from storm 
danger communities in Alaba- 
ma.
